Fobeion Travel Tax 
New Delhi, the 27th October 1971 

G.S.R. 1647, — In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (a) of section 48 
of the Finance (No, 2) Act, 1971 (32 of 1971), the Central Government, being 
satisfied thg^t It Is necessary in the public Interest so to do, hereby exempts every 
passenger performing an International journey, who furnishes to the carrier con- 
cerned a certificate from an authorised dealer as defined In clause (al) of section 
2 of the Foreign Exchange Regulation Act, 1947 (7 of 1947), to the effect that the 
payment of the fare for the said Journey has been made out of the funds received 
by such authorised dealer in India, by inward remittances In foreign exchange 
from abroad for the specific purpose of the said journey of the said passenger, 
from the whole of the foreign travel tax leviable In respect of the said Journey 
under sub-section (1) of section 45 of the first-mentioned Act,
